THE NOW AND THEN OF OONSOIOUS EXIST- 
ENOE--A SERMON. 


BY J. WARREN WEEKS. 

“For now we see through a glass darkly, but then face 
to face.” I. Cor. 13: 12. 

As this life unfolds to us we find it filled with 
mysteries, whose facts we can not explain or deny. 
Back of all this phenomenon, a part of which we 
comprehend while the most of it remains incom- 
prehensible, there must exist a hidden phenome- 
non, none the less real because hidden—a supreme, 
uncaused cause of all life. Now, as it seems to me, 
this is true, and the proof of it is this world of ours 
is filled with this life. 

“ Thou art, O God, the life and light 
Of all this wondrous world we see; 
Its glow by day, its smile by night, 
Are but reflections caught from thee. 
Where’er we gaze thy glories shine, 
And all things fair and bright are thine.” 


A lady said to me one evening not long since, ‘‘I 
wish we could see into it enough to be sure that life 
does not go out when the darkness and silence of 
death’s night settles down upon us; then I would 
be content to endure life and suffer death.’’ Paul, 
in his use of the text, seems to say about this: ‘‘The 
life that now is’’—we do not know what it is only 
in some limited way, as men often see forms pass- 
ing in the shadows of nightfall, unrecognized, uni- 
dentified—so our life, of ten thousand facts and 
mysteries, is limited and incomplete in the scope 
and power of its comprehension. On the other 
hand—and as a seeming compensation for these 
limitations, or as an encouragement that they shall 
not always maintain as now, but then ‘‘face to face’’ 
—we are to come into a realization of the meanings 
of the universe, something as a man forms an idea 
of the appearance of a friend, into whose face he 
has opportunity unlimited of looking. But as we 
see things now through a glass, not clearly at all, 
we fail almost entirely of any discovery of the 
possibility even of conscious existence beyond our 
present material manifestation of it. We know in 
part this muchor think we do—that our mental 
life depends on physical conditions. Finding the 
detailed facts of this dependence is the work of 
physiological psycholegy, but that mental life does 
exist, independent of physical association, is the 
hope of Christian faith and not-the fact of physical 
science, the proofs of which are not within the 
jurisdiction of material things. But the analogies 
in nature, the suggestions of life and growth in 
each of the kingdoms—mineral, vegetable, anima] 
—that high order of place that maintains in the 
planetary system, with a thousand other considera- 
tions, beginning with the universal, innate desire 
of life in human nature—these all seemingly con- 
firm, when rightly understood, the limited but posi- 
tive teachings of the Christian Scriptures, of con- 
scious and endless existence of being. . 

The Pauline affirmation is ‘‘this mortal must put 
on immortality’’—a great change, this is, we know 
—but at no loss of identity, the self-same nature we 
have now; these very attributes and energies 
which constitute our humanity immortalized. 
The Christ idea of sameness is equally explicit, 
“Thy brother shall rise again.’? Under the Chris- 
tian’s hope the mystery of death is no Lethe of for- 
getfulness. The Christian inspiration is that death 
works no change in character, much ks3 any de- 
struction of it. It is unnecessary to fairness, as it 
seems to me, for more extended statements of 
either the materialist denial of conscious exist- 
ence, apart from physical conditions, or the Chris- 
tian’s faith affirmations of such hope of rising up 
in Christ. But there is something of thought lying 
along this borderland of the ‘‘now and then’’ that 
I want you as Christians to study with me this 
morning, in the interest of our mutual improve- 
ment and encouragement. 

In the study we attempt of human destiny there 
is a “‘service of mystery,’ as it may be called, that 
but few people consider, that seems helpful. For 
we live in a material world full of outward forms, 
and not one of these forms that does not merge into 
the unknowable—that something we meét with 
almost everywhere, but can not see into, that Mr. 
| Spencer calls God. Following the finite in looking 
through our glasses darkly in the “life that now 


is,’”? we soon come to the borderlands of mists 
mystery, extending on from the visible to the ip. 
visible, from the known to the unknown, and be. 
cause this is so unceasingly, here we find the sourgg 
and learn the need of faith. 

The soul, reaching out from the known into the 
unknown, taking the seen as the rational founds. 
tion of believing that, if truth and love and justigg 
are traceable here in the finite life, in the largeney 
of an infinite life this same truth and love ang 
justice must ever increase until at last they becon, 
complete and satisfying. As David says, “Whe 
I awake in thy likeness, then shall I be satisfied” 
This is faith, and in the final process we arrive g 
the highest conception of which the mind is capa. 
ble when we see that behind all things and jp 
everything there exists something unchangeable 
and eternal. In our devotions we call it God; jp 
our philosophy nature; in our irreverence we deny 
its existence altogether. We do not know wha 
life is, because the analogies of the ultimate cq 
never be made. Search as diligently as men may, 
at the last they all come to something which defig 
and defeats all explanation, confirming the teagp. 
ing “‘that man by wisdom knew not God.’’ Ané 
so the known is but the film floating the surface y 
an unknown sea. But are we left at the mercy¢ 
this fearful uncertainty, riding forever the ways 
of a shoreless sea of conjecture? 

Listen! Out from our looking “as through y 
glass darkly,’’ catching only the dim outlines of, 
few certainties that take on form under the shadow 
of those mysteries that throng the universe, we se 
that out from the known finite life of to-day spring 
the unknown infinite life of to-morrow. Or if we 
shall say that in nature there is no difference he 
tween the finite and the infinite, only this seeming 
difference, that as far as we can account for things~ 
those things, we have learned to call finite—all be 
yond is infinite. Or, if we assume what is again 
true, that the universe is governed only by natural 
law, and that which we call supernatural is only 
the line of our limitation'in comprehending thog 
laws; for if we could see into and comprehenda 
single law of being that we now call supernatural, 
then it would seem the most natural thing in the 
world, and if this be not the fact of the case then 
no person can ever be justly held accountable for 
the unfitness of his character and adaptation ina 
realm whose laws he does not understand. No one 
need have the possibilities of existence proved, for 
that is what we know in part; but that we can exist 
independent of our present organization for it, sep 
arate and apart from our present manifestation of 
life, is one of those places where the known leave 
off and the unknown begins. 

To my mind the one supreme question in connet- 
tion with our subject in mind is, Are we to retain 
our consciousness segregated from our preset 
animal manifestation of it? This decided affirm 
tively, we can well afford to leave all questions of 
method and propriety to that wisdom that shall 
provide them. If it be /ess than this, then all will 
be a blank to us, for all will be new creations, and 
without old: memories ‘‘old things’’ will have passed 
away and all things will have become new. Iti 
hard for us to imagine an existence separate froma 
material exhibit of it; seemingly we must have 
body of substance for every conscious existence we 
admit of. Now, this brings me to ask, Do we not 
look through a glass darkly indeed, in our limitel 
idea of the divine estimate of death?

HOW WE SAY IT. 


The HERALD has published many articles on 
temperance much of which has been well said, 
and it is probable that much more will be written 
on this subject; for discussion must goon. But my 
purpose now is to regard the heading. 

My memory runs back some years. When I was 
in my boyhood my father kept a ‘‘pilgrim’s tav- 
ern.”? Not seldom a minister called. If we had 
whisky in the house I was ‘‘all right;’’ but if the 
little brown jug was empty I was told to “go to 
Mill’s Corners and back quick, for a minister is in 
the house and he must have some before he leaves. 
Mind, now, and step quick.’”’ I had two country 
miles to go, my fingers ached with the burden, and 
I went and returned, murmuring, ‘‘I wish the min- 
isters would not come when father has no whisky.”’ 
Whisky was regarded as quite essential to good 
manners and Christian hospitality. Not a mar- 
riage or birth or burial without whisky. It was 
warming when we were cold, it was cooling when 
we were hot, and it was se reviving when we were 
weary. If there were ‘‘a logging bee,’ ‘‘a husk- 
ing,’’ or ‘‘a house-raising,’’ whisky was preferred 
to bread. If young people had a ride, a party, or 
ball, whisky or some more aristocratic liquors were 
indispensable. If a meadow was to be mowed, a 
wheat field to be ‘‘cradled,’’ or sheep to be washed, 
whisky must be in reach. Probably not a ship 
went to sea, not a store was opened, and not a 
mechanic shop did business without some of ‘‘the 
blessed whisky.’’ Soldiers drew it asa part of their 
rations, fought under the inspiration of a drink of 
whisky and gunpowder, and celebrated their victo- 
ries with whisky and “black strap.’’ Then minis- 
ters drank at the bar, in the families of their par- 
ishes, and on Sundays went to the ‘‘tavern’”’ with 
their deacons between services, and took ‘‘a horn’’ 
of the best. I remember of being in Kittery, 
Maine, fifty years ago. Then rags made many an 
opaque light in the windows, and seemed to claim 
a large share of many windows; that gates hung 
by one hinge, or not in condition to hang at all; 
that fences largely lacked the perpendicular; that 
drinking was as common as men; that at fu- 
nerals liquors graced the sideboards, and an un- 
natural redness sat on many a face. I stopped for 
months in the same town in 1865. How changed! 
People well dressed, good tables, fences erect, gates 
hung, houses painted, and general sobriety and in- 
dustry on all sides. What else wrought this change 
but ‘‘the Gospel of the grace of God’’ and the Dow 
law? 

In olden times the whisky barrel and the molas- 
ses barrel stood side by side in about every place 
where groceries and general stores had a place, and 
it was regarded as honorable to sell out of the one 
barrel as out of the other. Now what Northern 
state has not legislated against whisky? and a num- 
ber of states have prohibitory laws. What minis- 
ter dares drink at the bar or among his parishion- 
ers? What grocery or dry goods merchant now 
dares have a whisky barrel in the store? To-day 
fields are mowed, grain harvested, sheep washed, 
ships manned, soldiers rationed, and time fails to 
name the places where all is done without whisky. 

In view of these changes who can fail to see that 
something for temperance has been done? Not a 


ourselves down as do-nothings? 


few of us who breasted the popular wave and grap- 
pled the monster evil still live, and shall we write 
Shall we say we 
have toiled all night and caught nothing? Shall we 
speak and write in such terms as to leave the im- 
pression on the coming generation that all our bat- 
tles have been defeats? And if wesay all our labors 
are lost, how can we account for the revolution of high, and capable of lodging many families. I said 
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the public mind in favor of sobriety? To say all 
laws and moral suasion are failures is so verily like 
dyspeptic ministers who, in their blues, are scold- 
ing the churches as being the worst people in the 
community, and assuring sinners that they can not 
be converted because the church is so diabolically 
bad, and sinners and his satanic majesty like the 
preaching. Every whisky vender likes to hear it 
said temperance is losing ground, and, in a little 
while, whisky will be as universally used as it was 
sixty years ago. 

Would it not be better for us to say temperance 
has won wonderful battles with glorious results? 
Call it egotistical if you please, I think, my labor 
has not been all in vain; some little good may be 
gleaned. So, in my opinion, do chronic grumblers 
believe the world is better for their efforts on tem- 
perance. Yes, I venture they still lecture and 
preach as of yore. And if they do not believe they 
have labored in vain why, in effect, tell the whisky 
venders that temperance is losing ground, and all 
these venders have to do is to stand firm and be pa- 
tient, and all will soon be theirs? 

Of our native population not so many drink now, 
in proportion to the whole, as fifty years ago. Our 
trouble to-day is largely with the inflow of drink- 
ers from the old world—they come with appetites 
already acquired. But their children are assimila- 
tive, taking the pledge. 

Let us all keep good heart and toil on. Weare 
doing great good, and we would better never give 
over. We may not all see eye to eye on all ques- 
tions of legislation, but we all agree on the moral 
side. Let us push on and fear not. Victories are 
as fast as we can utilize them. Let us be patient, 
helpful, and firm. If whisky has been shamed out 
of the harvest-field and the pulpit; if out of a thou- 
sand places in sixty years, why not hope .-it will be 
shamed out of the country in a hundred years?

NAPLES, OR NAPOLI. 





FROM NOTES MADE EARLY IN JULY, 1888. 


I entered Naples at 10 A. M. filled with fond an- 
ticipations of seeing wonderful wonders in the cir- 
cle of a city’s suburbs. In the near neighborhood 
were Naples and its beautiful bay, Herculaneum, 
“The gates of hell,’? and the Vesuvius crater, 
Pompeii, the Sebeto River, and all the wonders 
within the city. _Meeting none who spoke English, 
I motioned a cab, intimating the postoffice and 
Vesuvius. But the driver drove first for an inter- 
preter, who shared his seat, impeding progress by 
doubling the load and limiting the journey by doub- 
ling the expenses. But I had traveled all night and 
was not ready for wrangling, and the interpreter 
drove the driver to walk up Capodimonte Hill 
while he rode and did duty for the three in double 
volubility, hurrying the horse and keeping time 
with his tongue. I found him a valuable curiosity 
of the true Italian type, profoundly and devotion- 
ally deceptive. : 

From the Elmo Castle eminence I saw the vast 
semi-circular city as it lay along the hill-sides, 
street above street, with the beautiful white houses 
in a mile long amphitheater, from the bridge of 
Sebeto to the suburbs of Vesuvius, making a 
lengthened picture of the city, as a whole, stupen- 
dously beautiful. Naplesis situated in south Italy, 
one hundred and sixty-two miles south of Rome, 
and is on the north side of the bay and on both sides 
of the river Sebeto, and seven miles below Puteoli 
where Paul landed on his way to Rome (Acts 28: 
13), from whence he walked to Rome by Appii 
Forum and the three taverns (Acts 28: 18-15). It 
is four miles long by two wide, having long streets 
well paved with square blocks of lava, and narrow 
cross streets, some with steps ascending the hills, 
but all without lights or side-walks, except a few 
thoroughfares or beautiful ‘‘Broadways.’’ It has 
six theaters, unnumbered places of amusements, 
sixty institutions of charity, three hundred churches, 
and 700,000 inhabitants, all, with a mere fractional 
exception, true members of the three hundred Cath- 
olic churches; far removed from Protestant influ- 
ences of education and preaching or Bible reading, 
so that whatever may be the character of the peo- 
ple it is purely Catholic, all being church-members. 

The houses are very large, from five to seven stories 
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lodging, for they live much on the narrow streets, 
performing there all manner of work, even house- 
work. Children are washed and dressed there, 
and grown people look as though they should be, 
and even more delicate scenes are common, the 
people appearing perfectly innocent of any necessity 
for delicacy, shame, or common decency. Of course 
there are better streets and a cleanlier class, but re- 
member that these are all alike church-members 
who are taught to despise Bible Christians and 
heretical Protestants as ignorant and willful sin- 
ners entirely without the pales of salvation, and 
they are all under the one management of the 
Pope, and are what he and his teachers make 
them—poor, uneducated, unclean, sensual, degraded 
creatures living in sin under the very altars of the 
Church and eyes of the priests, who, in centuries 
monopolizing the place of sole teachers, find in 
them still the lowest and most vicious forms of hu- 
manity. 

This deplorable state of the people could and 
would be immediately remedied, as the priests 
very well know, by simply opening their churches 
to the Gospel and the Bible as taught by Jesus, 
preached by Protestants, and lived by Bible Chris- 
tians. A Wesley could do more for Naples than 
one hundred popes. Over the great entrance of the 
grandest cathedral is the tomb of Charles Martel, 
and the chapel of St. Januarius contains the two 
vials of his blood which liquifies to order—for the 
magician with his legerdemain, the quack with his 
miracle, the priest with his lazzaroni, the singer 
with his guitar, and the beggar with his squalor, 
are prominent citizens and even leaders in devo- 
tion; but the lower classes are only admitted to the 
most fashionable promenades on certain festival 
days. 

Women above the lower class spend most of their 
time in ‘‘idle retirement,’’ without the reputation 
for virtue which adorns the higher classes in north- 
ern countries. Priests, bishops, monks, and nuns 
not being permitted to marry, their lives are de- 
voted to chastity; but still foundlings abound, 
being about one to every seven births. The 
Church kindly encourages a foundling hospital, 
which accommodates some two thousand three 
hundred and nineteen infants perannum, of whom, 
however, an average of seventeen hundred die dur- 
ing the year. All are, however, supposed to be on 
the side of the saved, their parents being good 
Catholic church-members, and they having been 
properly christened by authority of those who 
claim to be the only true successors of the apostles. 
That there are honest priests and devout and intel- 
ligent Catholics I do not deny, but that they are 
equal in intelligence with Protestants, or as qual- 
ified to lift up the masses and prepare them to enter 
heaven is a question which is answered in the 
negative by history, observation, and experience; 


in ages, empires, nations, cities, neighborhoods, | 


churches, altars, and especially statistics of ignor- 


ance and crime among church-members. In truth, : 


their standard teaching concerning purgatory asa 
necessity for the vast majority of their members is 
itself a standing confession of their inefficiency in 
preparing souls to hope in their dying day to be 
‘this day with Jesus in paradise.” I pity them. 
Would to the Lord that I could do them good. 
But no, their conscience is sealed and the door is 
shut, and unless the corpse in the Vatican can be 
resurrected their rise seems hopeless. 

In easy reach of Naples, its smoke in sight, is 
Vesuvius’ burning crater on. one side, and on the 
other, Lacus Avernus, the place of old called ‘The 
gateway of hell.” Puteoli, where St. Paul landed, 
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JOHN HUSS. 

It is on the one hand as a reformer of life and 
morals, especially among the clergy, and on the 
other as a dauntless champion for the rights of 
conscience and supremacy of the Scripture, that we 
must regard John Huss, the Bohemian reformer, 
born at Hussinetz, southern Bohemia, in 1373; not 
| like Luther or Calvin, a doctrinal reformer assail- 
ing positions maintained by the Church of Rome. 
He was a true Catholic, aye, truer than those who 
condemned him; a true son of the church, raising 
his voice against the sin and evil that defiled her, 
but standing second to none in his reverence for her 
doctrine, creed, and formalities. Huss included 
within the scope of his criticisms not only bishops, 
archbishops, and cardinals, but the Pope himself. 

In his day the priests boasted that they, at their 
will, forgave or retained men’s sins, and took pay- 
ment for hearing confessions, granting absolution 
on easier terms for money. But Huss taught that 
the priest did not remit sins, but God remitted by 
the agency of the priest, and that absolution was 
not valid without honest sorrow for sin. He 
warned the people against purchased prayers and 
masses, the intercession of saints, pilgrimages, and 
so forth, as means of obtaining salvation; teaching 
that salvation was to be had by loving God and 
one’s neighbor as one’sself. It was never his aim to 
discover novelties in Christian doctrine, but rather 
by Christian teaching to educate the people in cor- 
rect conceptions of it. As a preacher he was 
greatly esteemed both by the common people and 
students.. The writings of Wycliffe had great in- 
fluence over him, yet he was no blind follower of 
his teachings; but selecting what he believed to be 
true and useful, he endeavored, withal, to remain 
at one with the doctrines of the Catholic Church. 








Of course the monks and clergy were violent en- 
| emies of Huss, as he denounced so boldly their cor- 
‘Tuptions. In 1410, Archbishop Sbinko complained 
to Pope Alexander V. of Huss as a Wycliffite. He 
was summoned to Rome, but did not go, and the 
combined influence of people, court, and university 
compelled the archbishop to recall the prohibition 
he had issued against his preaching. In 1413, Huss 
‘wrote a book on the church, in which he con- 
‘demned»the abuses of the papacy, and denied the 
unconditional supremacy of the Pope. Not think- 
‘ing himself safe in Prague, where he was, he re- 
turned to his country, where he preached with 
‘ great power. 
| In 1414, he was summoned to Constance, before 
i the general assembly, on the charge of heresy, but 

under the protection of King Wenceslaus and hav- 
‘ing a safe-conduct from Emperor Sigismund. On 
| the 28th of November he was apprehended in spite 
of the remonstrances of Bohemian and Polish 
| nobles. His trial was conducted with little regard 
'to even the appearance of equity. He was im- 


| prisoned, and on the 6th of July, 1415, thirty-nine

a mile further, is a crater out of which sulphureous 
fumes rise continually; the ground seems hollow to 
the tread, is warm, and near by are hot springs;

he owned as showing his doctrine, others he utterly 
denied. He refused to recant alleged errors until 
proved to be errors. He and his writings were 
condemned to the fire. He was burned at the 
stake and his ashes thrown into the Rhine, that his 
Bohemian friends might have nothing to honor as 
holy relics of a martyr. 

Huss was no sectarian, and can not be termed a 
Wycliffite. He rose above all distinctions of sect 
or party, and while he expected to perish as he did 
in the contest against the evil of his day, he be- 
lieved that others would rise up to complete the 
work he so fearlessly begun. We have before us 
one of the finest and purest characters that ever 
stood out on the side of good and against evil, 
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whose work lived after them and lives on, a herit.

YELLOW FEVER SUFFERERS. 

An epidemic that sweeps over astricken city like 
the prevailing one at Jacksonville, Florida, is a ter. 
rible scourge. The privation and suffering entailed 
upon all classes, but more especially upon the poor, 
by the ravages of the disease, is almost beyond de 
scription. 

It is consoling, and ennobles the best instincts of 
our nature, to see such generous aid poured out by 
the people North, East, West, and South. New 
York City rightly takes the lead in this generots 
work. The responses that have passed into the 
Mayor’s office probably amount to $100,000. One 
unknown donor gave $12,000. 

Mr. Hewitt has‘entered most ‘heartily into this 
benevolent work in forwarding nurses, money, and 
delicacies for the sick. 

St. Paul Evangelical Church and Sabbath-school 
contributed nearly fifty dollars towards relieving 
the sufferers. No doubt our city owes much to its 
faithful and efficient officers at the quarantine, for 
preventing, season after season, vessels having yel- 
low fever on board from entering our docks till the 
sick were removed and the vessel thoroughly fumi- 
gated. Several times during the last ten years of 
the eighteenth century New York suffered fearfully 
from the ravages of that dread disease. Again, in 
1822, the epidemic was terrible. As usual, it was 
introduced by admitting vessels to our wharves 
having the sick on board. The fever broke out in 
the summer of that year in the lower part of the 
city along the river front. Wholesale merchants 
removed their goods to Greenwich village, then two 
miles distant, but long since swallowed up by the 
swelling tide of the growing metropolis. Our au- 
thorities, after that disastrous summer, seem to 
have awakened to a sense of the danger, and or- 
ganized a very efficient quarantine, with headquar- 
ters on Staten Island, near the Narrows. 


GEORGE BANCROFT,

WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON. 


The mention of his name awakens in the mind 
of many living men their recorded act in 1840, ip 
voting to elevate him to the presidency, and W 
was successful, but only of short duration. As I have 
carefully preserved in my scrap-book some sketehes 
of President Harrison while in the White House, 
I feel inclined to give some of them to our readers. 
They were written by his pastor, Rev. Wm. Haw 
ley, rector. - 

After his inauguration, which was witnessed by 
nearly forty thousand people, he returned to the 
Presidential Mansion. The next day he walked 
down Pennsylvania Avenue and purchased a quarto 
Bible and prayer-book, which he carried homeand 
had sent to his sleeping-room. He was an 

riser, and was seen reading God’s Word morning 
‘and evening. He purchased the pew that 

| previously been occupied by Mrs. Madison, W# 
regular in his attendance, and devoutly participated 
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in the service. His illness commenced March 25th, 
and his death occurred April 4th, just one month 
after being elevated by the suffrages of his country- 
men to the exalted station of chief magistrate of 
this great Nation. The rector says he was with 
him in his dying hours and administered the serv- 
jce of that church for the departing believer. His 
end was calm and peaceful. It was the first instance 
of death in that high office. Most deeply the peo- 
ple mourned, All party feeling disappeared; Dem- 
ocrats and Whigs fraternized as brothers in funeral 
processions and in emblems of sorrow over the Na- 
tion’s loss. He was a strict observer of the Sabbath. 
He said to a minister of the Gospel, ‘* I see no com- 
pany on Sunday and dine ina plain way, but I 
shall always be happy to see you at my table, for I 
love to have the clergy with me on Sunday.’’ 

Harrison was blessed with a pious mother, who 
often prayed for God’s blessing on her son as he 
knelt with her in prayer. : 

I have not a copy of his inaugural address, but 
Mr. Hawley says its closing passages express his 
regard for the Christian religion; the passages com- 
posing it were penned at his home in North Bend, 
Ohio, where his grandson Benjamin received his 
early religious impressions.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON, OOTOBER 2ist. 
The Stones of Memorial. 


BY CHARLES A. BECK. 


It will be interesting for the imagination to create 
a series of pictures of the whole scene of the cross- 
ing of the Jordan—the people upon the eastern 
side; the advance of the ark; the heaping up of 
the waters; the ark in the river; the people in the 
act of crossing; their gathering upon the western 
side; the setting up of the stones in the bed of the 
river; the ark and priests passing over; the return 
of the waters to their natural flow, and the setting 
up of the memorial stones in their new encamp- 
ment. Lessons II. and ITI. are parts of each other; 
chapters 4 and 5 should be read together. The 
whole describes one scene; it is a panorama that 
holds the attention from first to Jast. 

What interest gathers around the ark in the 
midst of the Jordan! The time of its continuance 
there was quite extended. How did the priests feel 
as they gathered around it? Were they affected 
by the people hurrying across the river? Did the 
great bank of water, miraculously held there, 
startle them with any fear? Did their intimate 
connection with the manifestations of the divine 
presence give them quiet assurance and calmness of 
feeling? Must not their hearts have throbbed in 
wondering interest? The whole host have passed 
over, every man, woman, and child, every animal, 
every article of furniture; nothing is left upon the 
other side. The twelve selected men come to the 
priests as they stand with the ark in the middle of 
the river. They build a loose monument of stones at 
the point where the priests stood.. Twelve strong 
men could handle a large stone and build quite a 
monument out of twelve of them. 

That memorial is completed. Then each man of 
the twelve selects a smaller stone, such as he was 
able to carry—may be 20 to 40 pounds in weight 
—and these they carry to the shore for a monument 
upon the land. There is some curiosity to know 
the form of that monument. Was it a heap of 
stones put upon some prepared foundation, ce- 
mented together and made comparatively firm? 
Or, was it a cromlech, a circle of stones, as might 
be supposed from the naming of the place, Gilgal, 
a circle, in immediate connection with the monu- 
ment? We can hardly conceive of any perman- 
ency to a monument erected of twelve stones that 
twelve men could carry out of the middle of the 
river. It is possible a monument was built of these 
stones upon a foundation of which they formed no 
part, and then hnge stones were set on end, firmly 
embedded in the ground, to form a circle around 
this monument. Such a monument would havea 
greater permanency than the heap of the twelve 
stones alone, and is consistent with the Scripture 
narrative. 

The purpose of the, monument was to remind 
them of the crossing of the. Jordan, and to» give 
them occasion to tell their children the story of the 
crossing It would be of thrilling interest tochildren, 
when the Jordan was at freshet mark, to. say to 
them, Our fathers crossed the river on dry land. 
The question the children would naturally ask 
would be, How did they do it? This would give 
opportunity for recital of the whole story. _ Besides 


this, the memorial pile was to be a declaration to 
the whole earth of the power of God. The phrase 
is peculiar, and yet singularly forcible: ‘That all 
the ple of the earth might know the hand of 
the Lord, that it is mighty.’? The possession and 
exercise of power strikes one with fear. We re- 
gard with some degree of reverence one possessed 
of great power, whatever may be its direction of 
exertion. This was to be the feeling of Israel. A 
God of such power is to be held in great fear. That 
fear would him with such reverence as to 
give attention to his authority and obedience to his 
commandments. 

- The world is full of monuments. Individual 
lives should have them. In the Christian Church 
we have one memorial that ought to inspire every 
professing Christian with the highest for 
Him whom it represents. I refer to the Lord’s 
Supper. It need not be worshiped, but it can not 
be esteemed too highly. It should continuously 
keep before us the wonderful grace of God in Jesus 
Christ, that, by his death, has established such an 
eternal salvation. 
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SOME DIFFIOULT THINGS. 


There is no course in life but that has difficulties 
in the way. There is no line of thought but that 
some vexed problems are presented that seem to be 
unfathomable. But suppose one could somehow 
cease to act, and, like a stick, simply float; or, like 
a parasite, passively vegetate; «ven then difficul- 
ties can not be avoided. Could one stop thinking, 
would there be nothing “hard,’’ nothing vexing, 
nothing trying? 

Anything worth the having or the know- 
ing must be acquired by conquering difficulties, 
whether in morals or learning or property. Diffi- 
culties develop and stimulate. Because of them 
we have men. Because of them we have that 
which has spurred every discoverer and quickened 
the mind of every inventor. Difficulties result in 
better laws, better social conditions, better machines, 
and better theologies, too. On every hand we see 
difficulties of a material sort comquered. Our 
century is full of wonderful achievements, and 
trophies are reared all along the pathway of human 
history. 

In the realm of morals there are difficulties ‘‘too 
numerous to mention.’”’ Heredity is one, habit an- 
other, conventionality (worldliness) a thir’; but 
aid divine is promised him who helps himself, and 
these, with other difficult things, may be overcome. 
One difficult thing is to practice what we preach. 
How easy to speak of the beauty of charity; how 
difficult to be charitable! How pleasant to enlarge 
upon patience for your listener; how hard to ex- 
emplify it in yourself! In my own experience I 
have learned (excuse the personal pronoun singular, 
Jam not numerous enough to employ we) that it is 
less difficult (than it is to take it home) to tell a 
man who is weak physically, but temperament 
active, that the world will move even though he 
does not push so hard upon it; that rushing and 
hurrying and fretting and overworking must bring 
its penalty. A long and steady pull counts for 
much more in the long run. 

There are circumstances where it is a virtue to 
“stand still’’ and to be still. This is more difficult 
than activity, A place may be reached in the life 
of the strongest and most active, where they can 
do much more real good by being content to do but 
little. Itis a poor philosophy and poor Christian- 
ity as well, that allows one to chaff agai.st limita- 
tions that can not be removed. This, and more 
like it, we preach and write; to practice it, ‘ah! 
there’s the rub.” Cyrus MENDENHALL.

OOURAGE. 


- The ten spies who brought back an evil report 
after viewing the land of Canaan, lacked only the 
element of courage to have made their report all 
that_it needed to be to ‘have inspired the people 
with ready zeal to go in at once and possess the 
good land which God offered them. That they, 
and their report, lacked this one element caused 
the fulfillm:« nt of the promise to be delayed thirty- 
eight years till all that generation of twenty: years 
and upward, on leaving Egypt, save Caleb and 
Joshua, had died in the wilderness. The minority 
report brought in by Caleb and Joshua breathed the 
spirit of true courage, and had that report been 
adopted by the people, their long pilgrimage would 
have been saved them and they would have taken 
immediate possession of the land in which their 
ancestors, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, had sojourned 
as strangers. 

This element of courage is needed in all the walks 
of common life, and by Christians in their endeavors 
to live in obedience to the divine commands and to 
fulfill the mission assigned them. The soldier on 
the field of blood does not more need this element 
than do we daily, while passing along the course of 
daily duty, and many a man who would stand fast 
amid the excitement of battle, faints when called 
to bear with steadfast endurance the little burdens 
and trials which daily duty brings. 

Courage, like other elements of the Christian 
character, is not an article of artificial production, 
but is a result of causes existing within the heart of 
its possessor. Constitutional endowment has some- 
thing to do with this quality. There are persons 
naturally timid, and this timidity attends them in 
all their conduct of life in common affairs and in 


those of religion. Education, too, has its influence. 
A well trained soldier will stand firm at his post of 
duty when a raw recruit woulu be panic-stricken 
and run away.. The state of one’s health may 
make all the difference between heroism and 
cowardice. A sick man can scarcely be a hero in 
confronting either difficulty, toil, or danger. 

Still, beyond these causes of courage which we 
may denominate natural, there are other causes of 
a spiritual nature, of which we will mention but 
one, and that is faith. Caleb and Joshua believed 
God’s promise, and on this faith their courage 
rested. Because God had promised Israel the land 
of Canaan, those men believed that they were 
fully able to overcome in spite of ail the difficulties 
which their comrades saw, and which they them- 
selves admitted. 

Christians now are called to meet with trials of 
their faith, and with no confidence higher than that 
in anarm of flesh, their courage will often fail; but, 
relying on the promise, ‘‘I will never leave thee, 
nor forsake thee,’”’ they press on in duty, resting in 
the assurance that however severe the trial, they 
will overcome at last. ; 

A life so sustained and spent will be a. successful 
life and will be attended by a constant source of 
comtort, to which the cowardly soul is necessarily 
a stranger. May the faith and courage of Caleb 
and Joshua characterize our lives and win us suc- 
cess.

NOTES FROM THE YORK AND OUMBERLAND 
OONFERENOE. 


Since my appointment by this conference as its 
special correspondent but two items have been sent 
me for publication in the HERALD. Itis impossible 
for me to manufacture news, consequently I have 
had nothing to communicate. There are at this 
time a few items that may be of interest to the 
brotherhood who may be acquainted with this con- 
ference. . 

The recent annual session of this body, held with 
the church in York, was a meeting of interest. and 
profit. The business was harmoniously transacted, 
and although some things that ought to have been 
of vital interest to our people received less atten- 
tion than should have been given them, yet, on the 
whole, we can look with quite a degree of satisfac- 
tion upon the work of the session. The same 
officers, with slight changes in the executive board, 
were elected for the present year, which betokens 
another successful year’s work. 

Prof. Martyn Summerbell was present in the in- 
terests of the Christian Correspondence College, and 
made a very favorable impression, both for himself 
and his work. One or more decided to begin the 
course of study at once. he 

Miss Olive A. Gould was also present in the in- 
terests of the Franklinton Institute, and had time 
allowed she would have succeeded better with her 
work, but as it was she succeeded in awakening an 
increased interest in that institution. Miss Gould 
always leaves a favorable impression*upon the 
minds of her auditors. s 

The Biblical School interest was well-nigh crowded 
out, but some of our churches have its interests at 
heart, and we think that interest is both broadening 
and deepening. The weather interfered very de- 
cidedly with the attendance upon the meetings, for 
not a single fair day did we have during the entire 
sitting of conference. 

Quite liberal collections were taken in the inter- 
ests of Franklinton and of our very aged brother, 
Abner Hall, who lingers for a little while on this 
side of the border line that separates the church 
militant from the church triumphant. Bro. Hall 
was one of the pioneer preachers among our people 
in this county and met with good success in leading 
souls to Christ. It is fitting that this conference 
should remember Bro. Hall, as it usually does at all 
its sessions, for it makes more glorious the sunset of 
his life. 

From 3 careful, and perhaps somewhat critical 
observation of the methods and workings of this 
conference, we are prepared to say, and are very 
pleased to say it, that a better condition of affairs 
is very apparent. While some of the churches re- 
port ‘“‘blank’’ as to their benevolent contributions, 
some others state clearly that something has been 


done. For instance, the church in York reported 
about forty dollars contributed to benevolent work 
outside of its home interest, and the church in Saco 
about thirty dollars, and to that sum might be added 
contributions, not in cash, yet having a cash value, 
of ten or more dollars. We hope that others will yet 
“eo and do likewise.’’ 

There seems to be a pressing need now for the 
conference to broaden its work in the occupancy of 
new territory and the organization of new churches, 
We understand that there are very favorable open- 
ings, and all we have to do is to courageously arise 
and build. How important that matter is, must be 
felt by every thoughtful member of conference, 
Shall we advance or retire? 

During the early summer our venerable brother, 
Elder John W. Young, of South Berwick, visited 
the remnants of the church in Stoneham, and re- 
ports a very pleasant visit, good meetings, anda 
baptism of three. He left the brethren much en. 
couraged. 

Sister Haley is now with the York Church. She 
commenced her labors there September 23d. Of re- 
sults we can not speak. 

Bro. J. W. Webster, the faithful pastor of the 
Lovell Center Church, is enjoying a few days of 
needed rest among friends in this vicinity. We 
were pleased to have him with us at our service 
here last Sabbath. Weenjoyed a very pleasant bap- 
tism here September 9th. Four were baptized and 
formelly welcomed to the church in the evening by 
the right hand of fellowship, after which we all 
partook of the Lord’s Supper, which was all the 
more impressive to us from its being observed in the 
evening. 

September 16th we also enjoyed another pleasant 
baptismal season at Blue Point, where, for the pres- 
ent, I.am preaching Sunday forenoons. Six were 
baptized and the same number welcomed to the 
church. ‘‘They that gladly received the word were 
baptized.”’ 

Evidently it will add to the interest in the HEr- 
ALD if more items can be noticed in reference to 
matters within the limits of this conference.

JESUS WILL OOME AGAIN. 

His first coming was a matter of prophecy to the 
first man*and woman, and in the very morning of 
their fall. Sin was met on the threshold of its dark 
temple by the prospective presence of the Lamb of 
God, who only could “‘take away the sin of the 
world.’”’ The first coming was the subject of the 
first prophecy of the Bible, and the same first com- 
ing was the subject of the last prophecy of the 
Bible. The first coming was not more important 
than the second coming, nor less. emphatically an- 
nounced. For the first, God prepared his Son with 
a body that he might offer himself therein a sacri- 
fice for sin, but on his return, or when he comes the 
second time, it will be without sin or the sin-offering 
of a body, but for the full and complete salvation 
of his people. 

First he came to wrestle with sin, and make pro- 
visional atonement therefor. The next coming will 
witness the conquest of sin, and the overthrow of 
every enemy that has grown therefrom. Satan, by 
the first coming, was bruised under the feet of 
Jesus, but he is to be destroyed by the brightness of 
his second coming. . Jesus came once to be crowned 
with thorns and enthroned on the cross, but he will 
come again to be crowned with fadeless glory as the 
Lord of lords and the King of kings. Then shall 
be given unto him the throne of his father David, 
and he shall reign on the earth a thousand years. 
The world hailed the first coming with acclama- 
tions of great joy, and thereby Israel obtained con- 
solation. The world should long for, yearn for, 
aye, pray earnestly for, the return of Jesus to the 
earth the second time. He will come, in his own 
good time, personally and literally. His second 
coming will be as real as his first, and far more 
glorious. Hedid not come as a mere spiritual pres- 
ence the first time; he came as a literal, tangible 
presence, Likewise will he come the second time. 

When he returned up where he was before, the 
disciples on Olivet saw him go away. The angels 
said, ‘‘This same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen him go into heaven.”’ Two facts are 
emphasized: The same Jesus will come, and he 
will come as he went away. Paul agreed with the 
angel by saying: ‘‘The Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God; and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first. Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air.”’ 
Thus really the saints of God, both living and dead, 
will join Jesus in his final coming to the earth. 

Jesus says, in speaking of the same event, “They 
shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven, with power and great glory.’’ John, bur- 


dened with the same thought, exclaims: ‘Behold 

he cometh with clouds, and every eye shall see him, 

and they also that pierced him.”’ - 
As the Old Testament closed with the announce- 








ment of the first coming of Jesus, so, very appro. 
priately, the New Testament closes with the proe. 
lamation of the second coming of Jesus. “Surely,” 
says Jesus by John, ‘I come quickly ;’’ and John 
responds, as every Christian should, ‘Even go 
come, Lord Jesus.’’ No question is brought out 
with clearer emphasis in the New Testament than 
the second coming of Jesus. While Paul in his let. 
ters mentions baptism, for instance, thirteen times, 
he refers to the second coming fifty times. The 
New Testament has two hundred and sixty chap. 
ters, but the second coming is mentioned in these 
same chapters three hundred and eighteen times, 
No doctrine more fully enthuses the soul of the 
workman. ‘Belief in the second coming of 
Jésus,’”’ says Moody, ‘‘has tripled my labor.’”? We 
believe it will intensify the zeal of every worker

They will educate any 
young man free of charge who will pledge his life. 
work to the body educating him. We can educate 
safely in these schools under the same pledge, but 
we must furnish the means. 

Bro. D. F. Jones has two young men in his em- 
ploy that demand and will have the necessary 
education for their work. One is his interpreter 
and a trustee of our Ishinomaki Church. His 
father was formerly governor of the province, but 
is now in poverty. Both young men are bright 
promises and are now workers. The question is, 
Who will furnish the means for educating these 
young men? What brother, what sister, will take 
one of these young men and carry him one year, or 
through his course? Only fifty dollars a year is re- 
quired. Many can spare this sum. Who will? 
Think of it! With fifty dollars you can carry a 
young man for a year, who wishes, in love to 
Christ, to prepare himself for saving his fellows 
from sin and death. Meantime he will work for 
Jesus and be a preacher in fact. Does this appeal 
concern you? Ye who have the Lord’s money, 
pray over this matter.

NOTICE TO AMERICAN CITIZENS IN JAPAN.

Dear Bro. Watson,—I am glad to say to the read- 
ers of the HERALD that the Woman’s Foreign Mig- 
sion-work of the New York Eastern Conference ig 
growing. Our sisters are beginning to see the im- 
portance of a movement that has so long been neg. 
lected. The prayer of many hearts is, ‘‘Lord, what 
wilt thou have me to do?” 

On the fourth Sabbath in July I visited the Chris.

I have heard good 
reports from there, and’ I have every reason to be- 
lieve that the dear, good sisters will be successful un- 
der the leadership of Sister Williams. 

Last Sabbath I visited Bro. Reynold’s charge, 
In the morning I addressed a large congregation at 
Medway and organized a society with twenty mem- 
bers under the leadership of Sister Reynolds; in 
the afternoon we drove to Stephensville, six miles 
away, and organized another society with Sister 
Belle Huntas president. The collections for the day 
were $12. 

My heart rejoices to see our women coming upso 
grandly to the help of the Lord against the mighty.

ISHINOMAKI, vie.’ f 
August 31, 1888. 
To the Foreign Mission Board of the American 

Christian Convention: 

Dear Brethren,—Through the Lord’s goodness 
another month closes, one in which more of the 
Lord’s ‘loving kindness has been realized; and, 
though it has been a very hot one, both churches 
have received additions, one of eight, and the other 
of five. When we left Ichinosaki, over a week ago, 
our brother, Tsuda San, came home sick; to-day, I 
learn, he is likely to continue so for some time. 

About the middle of this month our new man 
came from Tokio. His appearance is not equal to 
our best worker, but his knowledge of the Scriptures, 
I think, is; besides, he preaches very earnestly. 

Our Wakaya work is slow, though the townsand 
villages Chikusa San, our helper at that station, has 
visited are hopeful. He reportsin all aboutsix whom 
he believes are anxious. 

Many thanks for the last remittance of $200, but 
allow us here to make a very earnest appeal to the 
entire brotherhood to take hold of the work as men 
of God. You very little know what a work we are 
in—the need of this dear people for the pure, un- 
adulterated Word of life; also the difficulties to 
have a solid work. Yet for our encouragement we 
more and more have reason to believe that the 
Bible Church is what the Japanese want and will 
eventually have. How much youall will aid them 
by arising as one man and doing your full part, the 
good Lord alone knows; while we the laborers on 
the field feel you will be amply repaid when you 
see the glorious harvest, and part of it in the near 
future. 

The Lord is leading us in a direction which, some 
time back, we little thought of, and hedging in our 
way so that we need make no mistake. In a few 
days our best man will go to Tokio with his family, 
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when (D. V.) arrangements will be made for us 
also to go, if we do not have a hearing about suc- 
cessful arrangement here being made for my dear 
wife to teach, which now seems to be a failure, the 
school board being in debt. We, however, feel hap- 
pier about it, as we believe it is to lay the foundation 
for a great work. 

Steps, however, in such a direction mean also 
more liberal giving by you, beloved friends. It is 
more costly to live there than here, even doing the 
yery best that can be done. Yet what is that to a 
God-fearing and loving people? Who would not 
gladly fast one day in three months, if they had no 
means without, and give the cost of that one day’s 
expenses to giving to the dear heathen the words of 
eternal life? 

Tokio is to these people what London is to the 
English people. If your work has its headquarters 
there more confidence the people of Japan will have 
in it; it will have greater influence. Your future 
preachers you teach there will have more influence; 
pesides, from there you can have more openings 
and have continual communications with all other 
parts. Besides all the above, the city has about 
1,000,000 inhabitants. 

Our work is growing more and more, therefore we 
ask you by no means to allow the work to be crip- 
pled, but continue as you have so nobly done in the 
past and grow with it even if itshould go at rail- 
road speed. If we follow Jesus, all will be well. We 
will be pleased to see the Gospel given liberally to 
every country, however small; yet as weare young 
in the foreign field, let us not stop short of putting 
this our Japanese work on a firm, substantial basis, 
then while building thereon let us gladly aid India, 
China, etc., etc., till Jesus comes.

A column of 
figures is at the left hand, beginning at 
$ .01 apd going on down to $12.50. These 
cards are to be distributed to the members 
of the congregation; and then there is a 
request that contributors will please mark 
the sum in the left hand column which 
they are willing to pay as weekly or month- 
ly offerings toward defraying the expenses 
of the church. The contributor, after 
marking the amount which he is willing 
to give weekly or monthly, places the card 
the next Sunday in the collection basket, 
and is furnished by the treasurer of the 
church with envelopes, in which his con- 
tribution will regularly be placed and put 
in the collection basket. The envelope has 
a blank space for the name of the giver and 
the amount.
